PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 

The Dental Assisting program is designed to prepare youth and adults 
for work in an assisting capacity under the supervision of the dentist 
and/or other professional, licensed dental personnel • The curriculum Is 
planned to provide training for the Dental Assistant, and focuses on 
skills and knowledge appropriate to the role of the assistant at chair 
side, In the dental operatory. In the dental laboratory, and in the 
dental office and reception area* Instruction, practice, and work exper- 
ience in actual job situations under professional supervision are impor- 
tant program components* Length of program will depend upon occupational 
outcomes locally identified* 

POSSIBLE PLACES OF EMPLOYMENT

as: hosDital clinics, neighborhood or community health centers, dental 
offices, dental supply houses, retirement community infirmaries*
